LEGISLATIVE COUNSEL’S DIGEST

AB 1616, as introduced, Garrick. Horse racing: controlled substances:
administrative hearings.

Existing law requires enforcement proceedings relating to the use of
prohibited substances during a horse race be referred to the Office of
Administrative Hearings for adjudication, as specified.

This bill would repeal that provision.

Vote: majority. Appropriation: no. Fiscal committee: yes.
State-mandated local program: no.

The people of the Sate of California do enact as follows:

SECTION 1. Section 19517.5 of the Business and Professions
Code is repealed.
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
